MUST PICK COTTON 


When a call comes in for pick­ 
ers, the order is given to the WPA 
foreman, who determines those on 
the job who shall go to the fields. 
It is not 
necessary 
that 
WPA 
worker, once selected to pick cot­ 
ton, must go to 
any 
particular 
farmer, but may choose any farm 
to work on, according to the 
re­ 
employment office. 
The 
worker 
must however, present 
a 
letter 
from the grower employing 
him 
showing that he has picked cotton 
and that there is no more cotton 
to be picked'before lie can be re­ 
instated on the WPA rolls. In oth­ 
er words, he must have lost his 
outside employment 
through 
no 
fault of his own. 
Any person who deliberately re­ 
fused to pick cotton after being 
released from WPA rolls, it is pre­ 
sumed, must take his chances with 
direct relief. 
At Sikeston and 
vicinity 
the 
price offered pickers is around 75 
cents per hundred pounds. 
The 
crop is considered good and 
the 
yield high—although not a record 
yield—despite 
the 
invasion 
of 
army 
worms 
and 
cotton

worms, which stripped the stalks 
of their leaves.

weather continues, bolls will con­
